Shoddy is described as a fibrous ma- 


terial obtained by tearing into fibers 
refuse woolen goods, stockings, rags, 
etc. .During the war, when a tariff was 
pat on wool and woolen goods were in 
demand in the army, it was first intr/> 
duced in the United States by manu- 
facturers who had contracts for snpply- 
ing the troops with clothing. Great • 
was thy astonishment of the soldiers 
when the new 
uniforms furnished 


them were worn threadbare or fell to 
pieces in a few weeks, but great, also, 
were the profits of the patriotic con- 
tractors and, as they understood what 
the politicians called " addition, divis- 
aion and silence," the complaints of 
the men in the field were unheeded at 
Washington. 


Since war days manufacturers have 


continued to sell shoddy and it is es- 
timated that at least forty per cent of 
the woolen goods manufartured in the 
United States contain from ton to 
thirty per cent of that material. This 
is given as on" of the reasons why 
every t'rummer !• • • liloring establish- 
ments »n San Francisco, or eastern 
cities, who comes this v-^y seeking cus- 
tomers, insists that all his samples are 
foreign cloth, and it ib one of the rea- 
sons, probably, why persons who figure 
conspicuously in politics arid shout 
protection for home industries are gor- 
geously dressed in imported cloth. 


Hon. Theodore Winters, one of the 


largest wool-growera in the State, sug- 
gests in connection with this shoddy 
business the propriety of petitioning 
Congress to pass an act to compel 
manufacturers and dealers in goods 
containing shoddy to label such goods 
BO that they can be readily distinguished 
by purchasers from genuine woolen 
articles. He argues that ordinary per- 
sons cannot tell whether a suit of 
clothes or any woolen article that he 
may purchase, is shoddy or not until 
use determines the matter. He attrib- 
utes the limited demand for home wool 
to the universal use of shoddy aud 
thinks the public generally as well as 
wool-growers should be protected by 
legislation from the imposition. 


Jn support of thus view Mi. Winters 


refer.-* to the manufacture of various 
imitations of butter and cheese Some 
years ago there was a noticeable fulling 
off in the demand for dairy products. 
Investigation disclosed the fact that 
tallow, lard and grease of various 
kinds, disguised by coloring matter, 
we're being sold as butter, There was 
general complaint against the decep- 
tion, bat people wore impo 3d upon 
until Oongress passed an tu t requiring 
manufacturers of, and dealers in, oleo- 
margarine, to label each and every 
package of the article HO that purchas- 
ers could not be deceived. This action 
\vnq not unjust to anyone. Those who 
dt>f irfMl oleomargarine could get it and 
tho 
i»o wanted butter could not be 


imposed upon. The result was an in- 
creased demand for the genuine pro- 
ducts of the dairy. 


It similar legislation governing the 


sale of shoddy is enacted the public 
will be protected from imposition, and 
the demand for wool will be materially 
increased. Thousands will be benefit- 
ed and only the manufacturer, who is 
euiiching himself by defrauding the 
public, will object to the net. 


TDK 
BLAND SEIGNIORAGE 


Bland*s bill to coin the seigniorage 


on the silver bullion purchased under 
tho Sherman Act and now stored in 
the Treasury 
vaults, was reported 


favorably to the House by a majority 
of the Coinage Committee. 
In the 


House the bill was referred to the 
Committee of the Whole and there it 
is likely to be talked to death by gold- 
bug Democrats and Republicans. An 
attempt by Bland lo close the debate 
yesterday was met by a chorus of ob- 
jections from the gold bugs. 


It is believed that the Committee of 


the Whole will report the bill favor- 
ably. There are several mem^drs, who 
voted to repeal the Sherna-x- Act last 
Fall, who fear their constituents and 
as they dosire to be re-elected they 
hope to make some amends for their 
misdeeds by voting for the Bland bill. 
There are a dozen Republicans and 
two or three times that number of 
Democrats, who voted for the Repeal 
bill, who are in favor of the Bland bill, 
and it will probably pass the House. 


Should there be a decided majority 


in favor of the Seigniorage bill, Bland 
will introduco an absolute free coinage 
measure and endeavor to get it through 
the House. Elections are to be held 
for Congressinftn next November and 
t»d many of the members have heard 
from their constituents they are more 
ki idly disposed toward silver than they 
wer^> at the special session when the 
golibug cry that "the repeal of the 
Sherman Act" would restore confi- 
dence resounded through the laud. 


The Texas Hun says 108,000 cotton 


growers said by their ballots last year 
that they were determined on "sptwing 
out of their mouths tho goldbug con- 
spiracy," with all its accomplices. This 
number will be doubled at the next 
election. Texas is for the free coinage 
of silver or the demonetization of gold. 
The vote next fall will boftr out this 
statement.

CONGRESSIONAL 
PROCEEDINGS. 


Fraudulent 
Petitions—A Tilt in the 


House. 


WASHINGTON, February 14.—In the 


Senate Frye said a statement had been 
published that a Women's Christian 
Temperance Uhion had petitioned Con- 
gress to increase the tax on whisky. 
The fact was, petitions purporting to 
come from that body had been pre- 
sented to the House Committee on 
Ways and Means. The petitions had 
been investigated and it was found 
they were fraudulent, no such persons 
living in the towns from which they 
were purported to have come. Frye 
then presented a remonstrance from the 
National Women's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, signed by officers in forty- 
four States and three Territories, 
against any tax on whisky, on the 
ground that the Government should 
not enter into partnership with manu- 
facturers or sellers of intoxicants. 


The House bill to compel the Rock 


Island road to stop trains at -#Cnid and 
Round Pond, Oklahoma, then came up 
as unfinished business, and Palmer 
took the floor in favor of the bill. 


The bill was opposed by Carey of 


Texas and Martin of Kansas 


In the House the resignation of W. 


H. Brawley of South Carolina was pre- 
sented to take effect at once, he having 
been appointed U. S. District Judge. 


Hunter of Illinois, as a personal 


privilege, explained his vote on agri- 
cultural implements and diamonds 
wmle tbe tariff bill was in Committee 
of the Whole. 


Quigg and P-trauss, new members 


from New York, were sworn in. 


Ihe House then went into Committee 


of the Whole on Eland's Seigniorage 
b'll. Stone of Kentucky took the floor 
and addressed the House on the ques- 
tion. 


Toward the close of his remarks 


Stone became involved in a contro- 
versy with Reed and Bowers of Cali- 
fornia over party responsibilities for 
the present condition of affairs.

TBANSMISSISSIPPI CONGRESS. 


Numerous Resolutions Introduced an«l 


Referred. 


SAN FBANOISCO, February 14.—In the 


Transmississippi Congress Eddy of 
Oregon offered a resolution declaring 
the repeal of the Sherman act a com- 
mercial necessity, and also a resolution 
against the passage of the Wilson bill; 
McGilvay of Washington offered 
a 


resolution favoring riv^r and harbor 
improvements; Eatee c E California, one 
calling for tho construction of the 
Nicaragua ernal; Wilson of Arizona, 
one favoring Government action on 
irrigation; Grimes of Colorado, a simi- 
lar one; seven delegates offered resolu- 
tions demanding the immediate re- 
monetization of silver, all of which 
were received with cheers; Warren of 
Washington, one relative to arid lands; 
Pinch of Idaho, one condemning the 
Wilson Tariff bill; a California dele- 
gate, one favoring reservation from sale 
of remaining forest lands. 


President McConnell offered a reso- 


lution favoring a donation to States 
and Territories of alternate sections 
reclaimed by irrigation, and in favor of 
silver. 


All the resolutions were referred to 


a committee without discussion. 


FIRE AT SPOKANE. 


The Bureau of Statistics Furnish In- 


formation on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14,—In answer to 


a resolution of Congress, Worthington 
C. Ford, Chief of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics of the Treasury Department sent 
that body to-day an elaborate report 
upon wool and the manufacturers of 
wool. It says that the increase in the 
production in foreign countries, especi- 
ally in Australia, South America and 
Africa, has been far greater than in the 
United States. While the American 
clip has trebled since 1860 the Austral- 
ian clip has increased ten-fold, that of 
South America nine-fold and that of 
South Africa five-fold. The report 
shows that the year 1892 gave the wool- 
producing interests of tbe most favored 
countries, as Australia, a setback. * 


It says that the sheep raising interest 


of the world is passing through a per- 
iod of depression is a fact not to be de- 
nied. The low prices of wool reacted 
upon the production by reducing prof- 
its derived from wools and diminish- 
ing the temptation to extend produc- 
tion. Were this depression local, local 
remedies would apply, but it is general 
and affects those countries where ad- 
vantages for sheep raising excel, as 
well as those where wool-growing is a 
secondary matter and even by product 
rather than by industry. 


In conclusion, Ford set forth numer- 


ous propositions resultant from his 
observations. No commercial and in- 
dustrial nation can adequately supply 
itself with wool. No other nation of 
commercial or industrial importance 
imposes as high duties on wool and 
woolens as the United States. No leg- 
islation short of prohibition can main- 
tain prices in the face of the increase 
in the world's supply of wool. The 
free entry of foreign wools has not de- 
stroyed the sheep industry in other 
countries. Wool raising is controlled 
by-the same economic conditions as 
other interests, and the present de- 
pression in the wool industry is gen- 
eral, not local.

Sprigg, who is said to be confined with- 
out cause in a Mexican prison at En- 
senaada. 


The National Liberal Federation of 


England has adopted resolutions de- 
manding the abolition of the House of 
Lords, and declaring that they habit- 
ually disregard the national will. 


The Secretary of the Interior has 


issuad instructions to thj Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office con- 
curring in the letter's recommendation 
that the resurvey of the Los Vegas land 
grant in New Mexico be rejected. 


The Wilson bill will be reported by 


the Senate Committee Tuesday. So 
far the indications are that the bill will 
be amended in the following particu- 
lars: Extending the bonded period on 
whisky and put a duty on coal. Just 
what will be done with sugar is not yet 
decided. 


In the Senate yesterday, Frye said 


that a statement had been published 
that the W. C. T. U. had petitioned 
Congress to increase the tax on whisky.

publican's views on the tariff and his 
lecture to the Populists in your issue 
of the 13th instant, I am constrained 
to believe that he has been hypnotized 
and led astray by some campaign 
orator.

He 
will alsc discover that the money 
aristocracy hold a first mortgage on 
the tariff and are working it for all 
it is worth. If this Bepublican will ex- 
amine the census for 1890 and compare 
it wich that,of 1880 he will discover that 
the little bondholdmg State of Massa- 
chusetts increased more in wealth for 
those ten years than did the eight 
States of Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Nebraska, Mississippi 
and North Carolina all combined. 
These States have more than ten times 
the population of Massachusetts and 
forty times as much territoy, and with 
twice the assessed value, gained $10,- 
000,000 less in wealth than did the little 
State of Massachusetts. 


Not satisfied with all of this advant- 


age, when the McKiniey bill went into 
the Committee of the Whole in the 
House of Representatives, the dollar 
duty which it proposed to levy on hides 
had to be stricken out and hides kept 
on the free list in order to satiate the 
thirst of the Massachusetts aristocracy 
for more plunder. That is the kind of 
tariff that the Bepublican party gives 
the people and the kind which this Be- 
publican thinks the election of Mr. 
Harrison would have endorsed. 


I wonder if the McKiniey law had 


treated wool as it did hides how many 
sheep men would have joined the Re- 
pnblican Club? Who knows ?

Untimely End of Dr. »oklt*ch, Pre»ident 


of King Alexander'* Ministry. 


Deep and widespread is the regret in 


Servia at the untimely death of Dr. Do- 
kitsch, the young president of the min- 
istry under King Alexander after his 
recent assumption of full power. It was 
a heroic death, however, for Dr. Do- 
kitsch, whom many of his countryman 
considered the most promising man i f 
his time, met his end through his devo- 
tion to his wife. The romance of 1m 
life had already endeared him to his 
people. 


When u student it. lew years ugo in 


Belgrade, Dokilsch, one of the most bril- 
liant men r.t the university, saw a tjirl 
pass the hou.-p iu which ha lived. She 
was poorly via"1. uiifl her appearance 
proved that she hail come from, a pover- 
ty stricken homo. But the beauty of 
her face and her kind eyes impressed the 
young man. 
He learned her name later 


and found that sho was a seamstress, 
the main support of her family. De- 
apite their difference in rank, he fell 
deeply in love with tae girl and asked 
her to be his wife. Soon after his grad- 
uation he became professor of law at the 
university and prominent in politics, 
and then led her to tho altar. 


But the young wife was already af- 


flicted with consumption, and the disease 
goon made rapid progress. Naturally of 
a melancholy disposition, she became 
despondent. 
Then came the hope in- 


spiring message from Berlin that Prof eea- 
or Robert Koch had discovered a cure for 
tuberculosis. Dr. Dokitsch endeavored 
to induce his wife to go to the German 
capital, but the young woman was con- 
vinced that her case was hopeless and 
declined to carry out hie wishes. He 
tried to raise her spirits and prove that 
her condition was not dangerous. He 
gave up his work, spent almost every 
moment of his time with her, drank 
from her glass and tried in other ways 
to convince her that he had no fear of 
her life or the disease. The "Koch cure" 
was tried, but in vain, and Mme. Do- 
kitsch died. 


The coup d'etat caine and the prof essor 


was summoned to the highest office un- 
der the young King Alexander. But he 
had contracted consumption by his de- 
votion to his wife, and his constitution 
was undermined. A few months ago he 
had become so weak that he was com- 
pelled to resign, much to the regret of 
his king. He sought relief in vain, and a 
few days ago the people of Belgrade heard 
with sorrow that he was dead. 
The 


cause of his untimely end was known, 
and hundreds of people who never knew 
him in life followed him to the grave.— 
New York Tribune.
